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DEATH MEETS THE EYES OF RELIEF WORKERS 
FROM FLORIDA MAINLAND SOUTH TO LOWER 
MATECUMBIE: GRUESOME TASK UNDERWAY 


Not One Person W ho Escaped Hurricane A live Remained On 
Keys— Known Death Toll Given at 350, But May Mount 
— Three Believed Killed in Train Wreck Caused By 
W ashout in Delaware 


(By Inform ational Noms S o n ice) 
MIAMI, Florida, Sept. 6 — Only the dead and twisted 
wreckage were left today on H o n d a s hurricane ravaged coast 
to bear mute evidence of the Peninsula state s greatest catas­ 
trophe. From the mainland south to lower Matecumbie, the 
site of S. E. R. A. rehabilitation Camp No. 3, death met the eye 
of relief workers rapidly pushing to complete the gruesome 
task of mopping up in the wake of M onday’s disastrous storm. 
I he few’ survivors were reported either hospitalized or en route 
to safety today by Red Cross officials. 230 survivors of the 
storm in the upper region of the Keys, all suffering from in­ 
jury, have been sent to Miami. Not one person, who escaped 
the hurricane alive, remained on the Keys from the mainland 
south to lower Matecumbie, Dr. R. E. Christie, Red Cross vol­ 
unteer worker, who has spent sleepless days and nights in re­ 
lief work in the area since Tuesday, told International News 
Service. His report listed the known death toll at 330, while 
far to the southward on the southernmost tip of the Keys, S. E. 
R. A. Administrator M. E. Gilsand predicted the total dead 
would reach 300. 
Gilsand said he believed 400 war veterans were dead. 
More than 300 bodies have been recovered. Fears were ex­ 
pressed the toll might mount even higher when contact is final­ 
ly stablished with the numerous Keys in the island chain. 
IOO of the dead lay today in hastily constructed coffins at 
Miami. All of these, Dr. Christie said, either have been identi­ 
fied or have had fingerprints taken for comparison with W ar 
Department records. 230 more bodies have been recovered 
in the upper Keys and may be brought here as soon as possible.
